Tlie child 
linil clung doubtless to the edge 
I if the subterranean platform, and had 
I lien been swept away by the force of 
ll.ir current, which wa.s swift and swol- 
li'ii. Tliesweepeis who llockcil around 
I'ould .scarcely restrain IJabin from 
jumping in after his child, who must 
have been instantly drowned. The 
ilistrict fire brigade was summoned and 
eiinie immediately, but too late, and 
the Police Commissaiy of the quarter 
telegrapiicd to the overseers of seweia 
to watch all the gratings between the 
Hue JIautcville and Asnicre.s. A lire- 
man waH lowered with rope.s into the 
sewer and remained immersed for 
twenty minutes. Others ran along the 
platform to explore, but unavailingly. 
The poor child'.s body has not been 
caught by any of the gratings and may 
already be devoured by rat.s, It ap- 
pears tiiat on the da}' this tragedy oc- 
curred three ladies in difl'erent jmrts 
of Paris narrowly escaped falling into 
the sewer.s, the tra])s of which, when 
opened, are rarely, if ever, guarded by 
men chi\rged to keep oil' the unwary. 

A Murder Trial in Hontnoky. 

Col. Tom. Buford, the man who 
murdered Judge l!]lliott,of thoKnntucky 
Supreme Court, and who lias escaped 
the halter by methods peeul iar to the 
Kentncky courts, has just been acquit- 
ted on his second trial. The solemnity 
of that proceeding will be readily un- 
derstooti by the following verbatim re- 
port of the cross-examination of a wit- 
ness as published in Courier- J owmal: —

The court— No, sir; lettho attorney 
for tlierprosecution ask you something 
else. 

The attorney for the prosecution .im- 
mediately lose to his feet and address- 
ing tlja-'court said: — Judge;(hic) I want 
to'asij the'witncss if tli^ courso Biiford 
(hie) pursued in training his horse was 
not (hie) the proper course, but T don't 
think the question is proper (hie.) 

The court, severely — Well, sir, If 
vou. don't think the question is proper, 
ilon't ask it. 

■Attorney for the prosecution — All 
right (hie) your Honor; I won't. 

And then the attorney for the pro- 
secution triumi)liantly dismissed the 
witness and sank into a reverie (hie).

The Bitualists. 

Tlie Be\. l'liili|) Browne, Low Cliun;h- 
nian, is to be prosecuted under the 
Public Worship Act. High Church 
mail deny any complicity in the prose 
cution. 

The Dean of Durliam.Jn a letter to 
the London Ti^iifn, expresses Ids opin- 
ion that "it will bo a great misfortune 
for the Church of England if it cannot 
find a place for most of the practices 
which go by the miscellaneous name of 
llitualism within its borders." 

Lord Penzaco is about to pronounce 
.sentence of ileprivation against another 
Jlicualist, the i!ev. J. 15. de la Here of 
Prestbury, for ollcnces against the law 
of the Church in regard to ritual. The 
prosecution was not under the Public 
Worship Act, but under ancient eccle- 
siastical laws. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury coun- 
seLs calmness and moderation in con- 
sidering questions raised by the Ritu- 
alistic prosecutions. Tie hopes the 
whole matter of cliaugoH in tlii^ I'onsti- 
tution of the Churcli will be carefully 
e.taniined, ami intimates that those who 
have suggestions to make will have n 
suitable opportunity at the meeting of 
Convocation. 

It is understoD'! that the Archbishop 
of Canterbury intends to introduce a 
bill in the present .session of Parlia- 
ment by which imprisonment for ec- 
clesiastical oflTonses is to be abolished, 
and deprivation siilistituted. Jjoveral 
niocLings have been lickl at which reso- 
lutions were passcil in favour of sub- 
stituting sus[)inision and deprivation in 
placo of iniprisonmeut. 

Canon Liddon, in a sermon in St. 
Paul's cathedral, London, said princi- 
ples should never go before rules, but 
follow theiu. How often in thecliureli 
a man was allowed to i)reacli doctrines 
entirely antagonistic to the Church's 
teaching — for instance, that puniali- 
ment for the wicked is not eternal, and 
that the Bible is honej'combed with 
contradictory statements. This man 
was applauded by the people and the 
press, and yet if another man put on 
or left of!" a vestment or two ho was 
conilenmed as a traitor. 

It is stated that the service conducted 
at the mausoleum at hVoginore in pres- 
ence of the Poyal family departed 
widely from any prescribed ])r.iyer-book. 
A correspondent writing of it, says: 
"1 cannot help asking why, if the Dean 
of Windsor is still at large, iMr. Dale 
and Mr. JMiraght are in prison? Jiacli 
has tried, and successfully, to edify his 
congregation to tlieir entire satisfaction. 
Why then, this difference in the admin- 
istration of 'the law,' or is there, after 
all our talk, one 'law' for the rich and

After being ]>arLically closed for two 
weeks the church of .St. Paul, Lorri 
more square, London, has been reo[)en- 
ed for service. The newly ajipointed 
vicar, the Hev E. F. Alexander, was 
inducted on the previous day by Dr. 
Cheetham, Archdeacon of .Surrey, the 
churchwardens declining to attend. 
Preparatory to the formal induction of 
the vicar the Bishop of itochester's sec- 
retary, attended, and j^ave directions 
for the removal without a faculty of 
two side altars, reredos of St. Mary's 
altar, and tlie crucifix and a cross from 
llie rood loft. Thus stripped of its Rit- 
ualistic .symbols the cliurch was attend- 
ed by a larger congregation than Rit- 
ualism attracted. 



Father Hexhy Gillett, the Jesuit 

priest who was lately so barbarously 
executed by order of President Baujos, 
of Guatemala, for merely visiting that 
Republic in search of health, was not, 
it appears, a [''rench but an English 
subject. Ho was born in Lancashire 
in 1842, was educated at Stonyhurst 
College, and entering the Jesuit Novi- 
tiate at Manrcsa, Koehampton, in 
18G1, made his final vows as a subject 
of the iMiglish Province of the Society 
of Jesus in 1877, immediately after 
which he was sent to labour in British 
Honduras. He was a man of great 
learning and eloquence, universally 
known and beloved in Balizc. The 
story of his treatment previous to his 
martyrdom reads like a page from the 
Bollandist. He was stripped of his 
clothing, hurried bare-footed a hun- 
dred miles over the mountains, while 
his captors rode. At the place of exe- 
cution he knelt on hia coffin, and on 
the signal being given by three I'olls on 
a muflled drum, he fell forward a mere 
mass of lifeless flesh and blood, pierced 
by seventeen bullets. The bugle 
sounded and the troops marched past 
to a lively tune, leaving eight men to 
bury the dead priest. ' ; 



TuuBULENT Scenes in the House 
OF Commons. — London, Feb. 2, 5:30 
p.m. — ^The debate in the House of 
Coinmona continues. Several violent 
scenes took place, and there were calls 
to order upon Gladstone pointing out 
tliat some of Sullivan's commenta on 
the conduct of the Speaker were not in 
order. Sullivan shook his fist at Glad- 
stone, and said he thanked God the 
rules of the House were not in Glad- 
stone's hands. IMitchell Henry said he 
considered thelrish members had taken 
un untenable position; that they misre- 
presented the opinion of the coUntiy, 
and would sacrifice the rights of tiie 
people. Henry was interrupted by 
Phillip Callen and ojbher.^ members who 
accused him of attribuiting falsehood to 
Parnelh 



Another Description. 

Ill the Commons this morning the 
scenes are awful. Sandwiches, soda, 
and lici;r, are furnished in to the mem- 
bers, who take turns in sleeping, wliilo 
impudent speeches by Uome Rulers are 
being made. In fact, Parliament was 
never reduced to such ridicula The 
papers unite in urging the immediate 
adoption of the ffo/i<r(»,and this will like- 
ly bo done soon, as Ijoth ])artie.s are 
unnnimou.s. During the dubale to-day 
iNIr. iiradlaugh supported the (lovern- 
ment, and said he thought the Home 
Rulers had been allowed fair latitude 
in the debate, ami wci'e obviously |(ut- 
ting themselves in the wrong in ob- 
structing the wav to a \ ute, i's|iecially 
as they could by no means alter, but 
only delay for a ilay or two the inevit- 
able result. Mr. Bradlaugh mention- 
ed the fact that other business of iiiqiort- 
ance to the nation was awaiting the at- 
tention of l^irliamenr, and the Irish 
members would hardly benetit their 
cause by this sort of guerilla warfare. 
Mr. Cross, the member for Lancashire, 
protested on the part of Conservatives 
against any form of compromise, and 
hoped that no concessions-, either to 
thu language or the sjiirit of the penil- 
ing Bill would be granted to the ob- 
structionists. Mr. I'arnel! then rose 
and said with considerably greatei' heat 
than ho had hitherto shown during the 
debate that he was ready to stigmatize 
the Government it.s(!lf as the greatest 
obstructionist in all matters relating to 
Ireland, and added that for the words 
he had utleretl lie was prepared to 
answer with his liead, or go to the gal 
lows, as might be most satisfactory tu 
to the Government and its su|iporti'is.

What has become of Moxkst To.m's 
promised and foreshadowed School 
Bill? It look.s, now, as if the matter 
is to be shelved: that tlio Provincial 
Secretary placed on the board a notice 
of intention to introduce and |)rinted 
the present Act in slipforin for the pur- 
pose of preventing any other member 
bringing in an amending measure. The 
session is wearing away. The llouso 
has sat nearly a month and very 
littlo real work has been done. A new 
School Bill which iihall place it beyond 
tho power of any governmental under- 
strapper to act the jjart of a petty tyr- 
ant ia urgently required, and the llouso 
luust remind the Provincial Secretary 
tliat to secure a good and eflective 
measure it should bo laid before tiie 
members immediately.

To divest a Lieut -Governor of the pre- 
rogative possessed i/y a f Joveriior Clou- 
eral in such matters is to divest an ag- 
grieved citizen of one of tin; most sa- 
cred rights whi(di attach to him in a free 
country; and notwithstanding your 
view of the powers of a J^ieut.-(!overn- 
or, I consider that in the remarks of 
tho Minister of Justice referred to in 
tho petition lo the Legislature tliei-e is 
■ nothing antagonistic to the o]iinioii of 
Drake ik .fackson in their jjuljlislied 
letter to the Lieut. -(Jovernor, but, on 
the contrary, it appears that the latter 
has full 1)0 wer to deal with a Petition 
of Right without referring it either to 
his Executive Council or to the Attor- 
ney-General, although he does itsualiy 
consult . either onis or the other. Aitd 
when there are only four seats in the 
Council, and the action of the occupants 
of three out of the four is likely to be 
called in question, is it not incumbent 
upon the Lieut-Governor to e.\-eicise 
whatever power he may po.ssoss, not 
only to prevent any inquiry being burk- 
ed, but to cau.se right to bo done? 
True, it has been suggested that as the 
term of oflico of our present re.Hpected 
Lieut.-Governor is fast drawing to a 
close, ho may not choose to involve liim- 
.self, at this late hour, in tho contingent 
turmoil that might ensue from his as- 
sertion of liis rights; yet that ia no rea- 
son why individual rights should be 
jeopardized in the efTort to secure ofli- 
cinl peace. 

What subject, 1 ask, is of moro im- 
portance to the country than that now 
under discussion, — not simply the claim 
of Reed Brothers, but the intention and 
the value of a Petition of Right i In 
a country Hire our.% where tho popula- 
tion is sparse, and the qualification of a 
member of Parliament, or voter is nil, 
it is quite possible that too much power 
may be entrusted to the Executive 
Council. 1 would, therefore, urge up- 
on the press and the ))00ple to be very 
jealous of any infringement of the pre 
rogatives of the Crown.

The right the coiiipaiiy i.s seeking through 
tho legislature receives tJie hearty and 
earnest cndorsatioii of '.)'.) out of every 
100 who are personally interested in the 
welfare of Nanaimo and the province gen- 
erally, and the works they are about to 
establish will give constant employment 
to hundreds besides bringing a larger 
amount of revenue to the country. We 
tliiiik no obstacle should be put before the 
opening of an industry that will provide 
fcjr hundreds of families, besides causing 
ail investment of close on half a million 
(jf dollars of foreign capital. It is the 
opening uji of such industries that will 
make B. C. resijccted and prosperous, 
and wo feel confident that there arc sufli- 
eient publid-spirited gentleman occiipying 
seats in tho provincial legi.slature to pre- 
vent any attempt to stop a work of such 
public impiirtiuice. What would British 
Columbia be to-day if it were not for her 
coal mines and lumber mills ? They have 
been tho mainstay of the province during 
tho past and by proper enoouragcnioiit 
will be a still tjroatcr mainstay in the 
future.

Mr. Sniitho said "Todd" delinod tho 
torin "prerogative" to mean those powers 
that aro inherent in tho Crown and which 
have not been conferred by Act of parlia- 
ment. Ho did not think tho authorities 
(pioted applied to this Bill. 

Dr. Ash said the object of tho Bill was 
to make perfectly clear tho meaning of 
tho Act it proposed to amend. Ho moved 
tho Bill bo read a first time. 

Hon. Mr. Walkein objected. 

iMr. Smitho said that the objection was 
not well taken at this stage. Objection 
could not be taken at tho first stages. 

Mr. Wilson tliouglit the Bill should 
pass its first reading and bo printed. How- 
could tho Attorney General know what 
was in it ?
